1. Nature of operations and summary of significant accounting policies

Nature of Operations

Hamilton Grant, LLC (the "Company") was formed in the state of Delaware in 2004. Concept Brokerage Holding
Corporation (the "Parent") is the sole member of the Company. The Company is a broker-dealer under the Securities
Exchange Act of 1934 and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority ("FiNRA"). The Company was
formed to engage in the private placement of securities, participate in underwriting activities on a best efforts basis and
provide corporate finance and merger and acquisition advisory services.

Basis of Presentation

The financial statements have been prepared on the accrual basis of accounting in accordance with accounting
principles generally accepted in the United States of America (U.S. GAAP)

Cash and Cash Equivalents

The Company considers all highly liquid investments with a maturity of three months or less when purchased to be
cash equivalents.

Valuation of Investments in Securities

In accordance with ASC 820, Fair Value Measurement, fair value is defined as the price that would be received to
sell an asset or paid to transfer a liability (i.e., the "exit price") in an orderly transaction between market participants
at the measurement date.

In determining fair value, the Company uses various valuation approaches. The Company uses a fair value hierarchy
for inputs in measuring fair value that maximizes the use of observable inputs and minimizes the use of unobservable
Inputs by requiring that the most observable inputs be used when available. Observable inputs are those that market
participants would use in pricing the asset or liability based on market data obtained from sources independent of
the Company. Unobservable inputs reflect the Company's assumptions about the inputs market participants would
use in pricing the asset or liability developed based on the best information available in the circumstances. The fair
value hierarchy is categorized into three levels based on the inputs as follows:

Level 1 - Valuations based on unadjusted quoted prices in active markets for identical assets or liabilities that the
Company has the ability to access.

Level 2 - Valuations based on quoted prices in markets that are not active or for which all significant inputs are
observable, either directly or indirectly.

Level 3 - Valuations based on inputs that are unobservable and significant to the overall fair value measurement

Valuation of Investments in Securities (continued)

The availability of valuation techniques and observable inputs can vary from security to security and is affected by a
wide variety of factors including, the type of security, whether the security is new and not yet established in the
marketplace, and other characteristics particular to the transaction. To the extent that valuation is based on models
or inputs that are less observable or unobservable in the market, the determination of fair value requires more
judgment. Those estimated values do not necessarily represent the amounts that may be ultimateiy realized due to
the occurrence of future circumstances that cannot be reasonably determined. Because of the inherent uncertainty
of valuation, those estimated values may be materially higher or lower than the values that would have been used
had a ready market for the securities existed. Accordingly, the degree of judgment exercised by the Company in
determining fair value is greatest for securities categorized in Level 3. In certain cases, the inputs used to measure
fair value may fall into dif€erent levels of the fair value hierarchy. in such cases, for disclosure purposes, the level in
the fair value hierarchy within which the fair value measurement in its entirety falls, is determined based on the
lowest level input that is significant to the fair value measurement.

Fair value is a market-based measure considered from the perspective of a market participant rather than an entity-
specific measure. Therefore, even when market assumptions are not readily available, the Companys own
assumptions are set to reflect those that market participants would use in pricing the asset or liability at the
measurement date. The Company uses prices and inputs that are current as of the measurement date, including
periods of market dislocation. In periods of market dislocation, the observability of prices and inputs may be reduced
for many securities. This condition could cause a security to be reclassified to a lower level within the fair value
hierarchy.

Software

Software is stated at cost less accumulated amortization. The Company amortizes software costs over an estimated
useful life of three years on a straight line basis. Betterments are capitalized. Repairs and maintenance costs are
charged to expense as incurred.

Long-lived assets held and used by the Company are reviewed for impairment whenever events or changes in
circumstances indicate that the carrying amount of an asset may not be recoverable. In the event that facts and
circumstances indicate that the cost of any long-lived assets, such as Software, may be impaired, an evaluation of
recoverability is performed, As of December 31, 2016, management has determined that the Company's assets are
not impaired.
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NOTES ATEMENTS

1. Nature of operations and summary of significant accounting policies (continued)

Income Taxes

The Company is a disregarded entity for income tax purposes and as such the Company is not subject to income
taxes in any jurisdiction. The earnings and losses of the Company are included in the tax return of the Parent. Each
member of the Parent is responsible for the tax liability, if any, related to its proportionate share of the Company's
taxable income. Accordingly, no provision for income taxes is reflected in the accompanying financial statements.
Management has concluded that there are no uncertain tax positions that would require recognition in the financial
statements. If the Company were to incur an income tax liability in the future, interest on any income tax liability
would be reported as interest expense and penalties on any income tax liability would be reported as income taxes.
For the year ended December 31, 2016, no interest or penalties were required to be recorded.

Management's conclusions regarding uncertain tax positions may be subject to review and adjustment at a later
date based upon ongoing analyses of tax. laws, regulations and interpretations thereof as well as other factors.
Generally, federal, state and local authorities may examine the Company's tax returns (as part of the Parent's
returns) for three years from the date of filing. These returns remain subject to examinations from 2013 through the
current year.

Revenue Recognition

Merger and acquisition fees are recognized when earned which is generally when received.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with GAAP requires management to make estimates and
assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosures of contingent assets and
liabilities as of the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the
reporting period. Actual results could differ from these estimates.

2. Concentration risk

From time to time, the Company will maintain cash balances in a financial institution that may exceed the Federal
Deposit Insurance Corporation ("FDIC") coverage of $250,000. The Company has not experienced any losses in such
accounts.

During the year ending December 31, 2016, the Company had three customers that accounted for 70.6%, 17.6%, and
11.8% of revenues, respectively. Due to the nature of investment banking transactions, the company is not anticipating
reoccurring revenue from the same clients year after year,

3. Software

During 2014, the company capitalized costs associated with the development of a website. This asset was placed
into service during 2015. Software consists of the following as of December 31, 2016:

The amortization recorded during the year was $13,364.

4. Related party transactions

During the year ended December 31, 2016, an affiliate advanced payments of $605 for expenses of the Company
which were repaid during the year. The Company had no receivables from and no payables to affiliates at December
31, 2016.

S. Net capital requirements and customer protection requirements

Pursuant to the Uniform Net Capital Rule (Rule 15c3-1) under the Securities and Exchange Act of 1934, the
Company is required to maintain net capital as defined, equal to the greater of $5,000 or 6 2f3% of aggregate
indebtedness, As of December 31, 2016, the Company's net capital was $331,450, which was $326,450 in excess
of its minimum requirement of $5,000.

The Company is subject to SEC regulations which restrict the Company's ability to enter into transactions that result
in a significant reduction in regulatory net capital without prior notification to or approval from the SEC_

6. Subsequent events

The Company evaluated all subsequent event activity through the date the financial statements were available to be
issued and concluded that no subsequent events have occurred that would require recognition in the financial
statements or disclosures in the notes to financial statements.
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
